FOOD PRICES ON A TOBOGGAN 


Enormous Storage Stocks Face Rap­ 
idly Growing Production of 
Staple Food Articles. 
Chicago, Illinois: Millions of pounds 
of butter, eggs, cheese and poultry 
held in the cold storage warehouses 
here will be thrown on the m arket 
before May I, and a general tum ­ 
bling of food prices is expected a t 
once, according to commission m er­ 
chants. 
* 
Numerous Chicago commission men 
are said to be facing failure as a 
result of their efforts to m aintain an 
artificial price on the necessities of 
life. 
The inability further to uphold 
this price is said to be due to a com­ 
bination of circum stances, chief of 
which are the open winter of 1911 and 
the banner crops of 1910. 
Three commission men failed in 
the last week as a result of holding 
great quantities of butter, which they 
purchased at an avenage price of 31c 
a pound, and now are unable to m ar­ 
ket it for more than 27c or 28c per 
pound. 
W hile the wholesale prices of but­ 
ter and eggs have dropped decidedly 
within the last few weeks, there has 
been as yet no decline In the retail 
prices. 
Much of the produce which is to 
be unloaded on a falling m arket has 
been in the warehouse for as long 
as five years. 
By m eans of cold stor­ 
age commission men have been able

Railway Activity at Pecos. 
Pecos: 
The extension of the Pecos 
Valley Southern Railway from Balmor­ 
hea to Phantom Lake, six miles be­ 
low the present terminus is about 
completed, the grade having been fin­ 
ished last week. When this extension 
is completed President W. L. Gar­ 
w in of Dallas will have finished his 
contract for forty-five miles of road. 
Negotiations are under way with Al­ 
pine looking to the road entering that 
Southern Pacific point. 
Depots at all 
points on this line, except at Pecos and 
Balmorhea, have been erected. 
At a 
meeting of the Pecos Commercial Club 
the proposition was made the city by 
the promoters of the Rock Island, Tex­ 
ico, Farwell and Southern Railway to 
enter this city, and $75,000 cash bonus 
•will be put up by Pecos and the city 
will secure its fourth railroad. 
It 
is stated that twenty-eight miles of 
grade has already been completed on 
the new line and steel is now being 
laid. This line proposes to enter Mid­ 
land, using a branch line from Anders 
or Seminols. 


Also Premises Opposition to Measure 
Enlarging Corps of Army 
Engineers. 
Washington, Jan. H.*~~In the course 
of the proceedings of the Senate, Sen­ 
ator Bailey announced what will be 
the fate of two pieces of proposed 
legislation in the Senate. 
He an­ 
nounced that the bills to create an 
other commission and to increase the 
number of army engineers would not 
be enacted by the Senate this season. 
This developed in a dialogue 
be­ 
tween Senators Heyburn and 
Bailey 
The name of the tariff commission 
was not mentioned, but that is the 
only kind of a commission that it was 
expected might pass at this session. 
Senator Heyburn had called atten­ 
tion to the suggestion that room might 
be found in the Senate office building 
for the offices of the trustees of the 
Postal Savings Bank. 
Senator Bailey said that such would 
not happen if he could help it, as 
there is already too much mixing up 
of the executive with *he legislative 
branches of tho Government. This re­ 
mark led Senator Heyburn to announce 
that there is to be created another 
commission, but that he could not de­ 
termine whether it is to be executive, 
legislative or judicial, and he hoped 
it would not be created at this ses­ 
sion. 
‘Well,” replied Senator Bailey, ‘‘it 
won’t be established at this or any 
other session of the Senate.” 
A little later Senator Warren, chair­ 
man of the Committee on Military 
Affairs, said he would like to call up a 
hill to enlarge the corps of the army 
engineers, to which Senator Bailey 
replied that any attempt to pass that 
bill would prove a waste of time.

The total loss 
will probably reach $10,000.

Messrs. Cathey and Min­ 
ton will offer in the bouse a usury 
bill* which provides that the receiv­ 
ing or accepting by any person, di­ 
rectly or Indirectly, of more interest 
than IO per cent per annum upon 
in f amount of money maned shall en­ 
tail a fine of not a ss than double 
the amount of money actually loaned. 
ti is provided that each such loan, re 
newal or extension shall constitute 
a separate offense. 
The hill further 
provides for the removal from office 
af any County Attorney who shall 
fail or refuse to prosecute any viola­ 
tions of this law, when brought to 
his attention.

milk and soda and steamed until al­

baked a few min­ 
utes in a very hot oven. 
It Is 
not 
ilks “the bread mother m ade” but 
far better, especially if you put rai­ 
sins or currants or 
finely-chopped 
dates 
in 
it. 
This 
eaten bot with 
fresh, unsalted butter and an 
ac­ 
companiment of hot 
Boston baked 
beaus and a cup of steaming Java, 
enriched with 
real 
cream, 
should 
make you thankful 
that 
you 
are 
numbered among the 
advocates of 
“plain living and high thinking.” 
Such a meal needs no prelude nor 
entree, and dessert seems 
superflu­ 
ous. 
Boston brown bread requires two 
mixing bowla; in one, sift 
one cup 
of rye, or whole wheat flour, one cup 
of corn meal, two cups of graham 
flour and one teaspoon of salt. In the 
other bowl place a cup of New Or* 
leans molasses, a tablespoon of sugar 
and one tablesoocm of soda. 
With the molasses, sugar and soda, 
mix two cups of sour milk, or butter* 
milk, and while It Is foaming stir it 
Into the bowl of flour and salt, 
Mix 
to a smooth batter, beating well for 
several minutes. 
It should be of a 
consistency to stir easily, and break 
when poured from the spoon, but not 
to run. 
With some molasses you may need 
to add from a spoonful to a cupful of 
warm water to make it right. 
Butter 
the molds well and All two-thirds full, 
as it will rise. 
Cook in a steamer, or 
lacking this, tie the cover on tightly 
and place in a kettle of botling water. 
Cover the kettle, also, and keep boil­ 
ing for three hours, looking from tim© 
to time to see that the water in the 
kettle Is not boiled away. 
When nec­ 
essary to replenish, use boiling water. 
At the end of three hours, 
take 
the cans, or molds, front the boiler; 
remove the lids and set In a hot oven 
until a crust Is formed on the top of 
the loaf. 
The quantities given should 
make three loaves; it may be baked 
instead of steamed, but is not so ten­ 
der, nor so m oist When it is not con­ 
venient to use sour milk and soda, 
substitute sweet milk and baking pow­ 
der, but use a teaspoon of sofia to 
neutralize the acid in molasses, 
lf 
water is used—and some bakers think 
It gives a more tender loaf—add a 
tablespoon of butter to give richness.

TRACING FREIGHT. 


Ingenious Scheme to Keep Shippers 
In Touoh With Their Goods. 
Ail ingenious method of tracing every 
movement of a freight shipment bas 
been invented. 
The tracer consists of a red cover, 
a little larger than a postcard, in which 
arc a number of perforated postcards 
which can be torn out. 
Each tracer 
baa its individual number. 
The ship­ 
per fills out the blanks on its first page 
with tho number of the car containing 
the shipment and other data, and also 
with any instructions that he wishes to 
give agents along the route. 
The tracer is turned over to the 
agent at the point of origin, who fills 
out blanks showing when the shipment 
started. 
Then he sends tho tracer on 
by railroad mail to the agent at the 
next big city or division point or to the 
junction where the shipment is turned 
over to another line. 
When the agent there sends the ship­ 
ment on he makes a record of- the 
transaction, with the date and hour, on 
a blank attached to the tracer, and a 
carbon sheet makes the same record on 
a postal card, which is numbered No. 
I, and also bears the tracer number. 
This postcard Is then torn out and 
mailed back to the shipper, who files 
it. 
The tracer Itself goes on to the 
next division point, where the agent 
makes the same sort of a record, mail­ 
ing the postcard back to the shipper, 
and so on until the delivery is recorded 
on the tracer Itself. 
The tracer then 
is mailed either to the shipper or con­ 
signee. 
If there are indications of damage 
to the shipment at any point they are 
noted by the agent at the time he re­ 
ceives the shipment on the postcard, 
which he malls back to the shipper, 
who thus can tell on what line the in­ 
jury Is done. 
It is asserted that the tracer is in­ 
valuable not only in keeping the shlp- 
l>er In close touch with his freight, so 
that he can tell immediately lf there 
Is any unnecessary delay, and if so, 
where It is, but that the postcards also 
give him a history of the shipment as 
It goes forward, which will ald greatly 
in settling claims and save a great 
amount of correspondence.—Los An­ 
geles Express.

CROPS AMONG TREES? 


Argument* For and Again*! Planting 
In the Orchard. 
The large majority of California 
fruit growers do not grow marketable 
crops between the trees, says a recent 
bulletin of the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture. 
They believe in 
clean culture, except where legumi­ 
nous crops are used to renovate and 
fertilize the soil. From the standpoint 
of the large commercial orchard aud 
the well to do proprietor this practice 
has much to recommend it The plant­ 
ing of such an orchard is regarded as 
a long time investm ent Little if any 
returns are expected for the first few 
years, but when the trees approach 
maturity and are in full bearing the 
anticipated profit are supposed to 
compensate the owner for all the lean 
years. 
Any 
treatment, 
therefore, 
which tends to rob the soil of its plant 
food when tho trees are young or to 
retard their growth is pretty certain 
to lessen the yields and the conse­ 
quent profits in later years. Professor 
E. J. Wick son, director of the Califor­ 
nia experiment station, says* 
“All intercultures are a loan made 
by the trees to the orchardist. 
The 
te m may be long and the rate of In­ 
terest low', but sooner or later the 
trees will need restitution to the soil 
of the plant food removed by inter­ 
cropping.” 
Notwithstanding a11 this, the poor 
man must needs make the loan or his 
children may starve, says the bulletin. 
The settler on a small tract set out to 
young trees cannot afford, lf his means 
are limited, to wait four or five years 
for the first returns, lie must produce 
crops between the rows, and the ques­ 
tion for him to consider is how this 
can be done with the least possible in­ 
jury to the trees. A pie lf Hi supply 
of water and a deep, rich soil are the 
essentials of intercropping, In districts 
that depend on a meager rainfall of lo 
to 20 inches per annum, or where irri­ 
gation water is both scarce and costly. 
the practice become* of doubtful value 
under any cir uinstances. In most of 
the fruit districts Of the west water for 
irrigation is still reasonably low in 
price, and the extra amount required 
» for intercropping represents but n 
small part of the net gains from such 
crops. 


The symptoms are easily recognized. 
The leaves become not only abnormal­ 
ly swollen, thickened and distorted, 
but curl and become sickly yellow ip 
color, often tinted with red. 
After a 
few weeks these leaves fall from the 
trees, In severe cases leaving them 
nearly or quite denuded of foliage and 
that at a time of the year when the 
tree can ill afford to lose them. It is 
true that a new crop of leaves is soon 
produced, but this effort of nature to 
repair the loss is a heavy drain on the 
vitality of the tree. The disease often 
affects the shoots, causing them to 
swell and cease growth and even in 
some cases kills them. 
This disease is caused by a fungus 
kihaf lives as a parasite In the affected 
flirts, It enters the young leaves and 
shoots very early in the development 
and opening of the bud In the spring.

It took millions of money and unceas­ 
ing Avar on evil conditions, but the 
fight has been won. The municipality 
tore (lo'vn no less than 8,000 insani­ 
tary hovels at a cost of $4,500,000, and 
in this area there have been built 
thousand* of small but comfortable 
homes for working people. 
The mor­ 
tality in the district, once the site of 
so many foul domiciles, is now less 
than in the city taken as a whole, the 
consumption rate having declined to 
1,35 per thousand.”—Baltimore Ameri­ 
can.

Limited Financial Resources of the Is­ 
land Empire. 
Japan, which has at so many point# 
modeled its finances after those of 
the United States, has followed the 
American example. This country pays 
its public debts. 
Europe does n o t 
The United States has paid over $2,- 
000,000,000 of debt# since the war. 
Japan began with the determination 
to pay off its national debt. The Jap­ 
anese debt was reduced between, the 
Chinese 
and 
Russian 
wars. 
This 
greatly aided Japan in raising money 
when the later straggle required larger 
issues of bonds. A year ago Japanese 
bonds, 5 per cen t were at 81. 
They 
are now 92. 
No one expected when 
the English and Japanese alliance was 
formed, nearly ten years ago, that Jap ­ 
anese bonds would be ten points above 
consol#, even if the former had the 
higher interest 
For a number of years Japan has 
devoted $25,000,000 to debt redemption, 
a very large sum considering its rev­ 
enue. 
But the burden proved too 
great. Japan is a poor country. T axa­ 
tion is heavier than in any civilized 
state in proportion to wealth, except 
possibly Italy. 
Military and naval ex 
peases are growing. 
Payments on the 
national debt are to be abandoned. 
This change of policy will have its 
Inevitable effect on the position of 
Japan. 
The island empire cannot go 
on incurring debt as have European 
countries. 
It bas not the same re ­ 
sources.—Philadelphia Press,
